BUSINESS IN 1963 
LOOKS GOOD IN STATE 


Speaking on the subject, “Miss- 
issippi’s Economic Outlook for 
1963,” Dr. W. C. Flewellen, dean 
of the School of Business and in- 
dustry at Mississippi State Univer- 
sity, told members and guests of 
the Downtown Kiwanis Club that 
“for 1963, business looks good in 
Mississippi.” 

Dr. Flewellen, prominent econo- 
mist predicted that state revenues 
will.show a $14 million surplus by 
the end of the current biennium, 
Pointing out an example of what 
could be a disaster to the state’s 
economy, he said “Mississippi is 
still predominantly an agricultural 
state, and one bad crop year could 
drastically drop state revenue.” 

“Mississippi business did not 
dip during the recent recession 
as did the national average. The 
Mississippi business index ‘moved 
from 139 in December of 1961 to 
159 through October of 1962, for 
an increase of 14 per cent." 

*Personal income in Mississippi 
is up 9.8 per cent in 1962, and 
another 5 per cent rise is predicted 
for 1963. This is higher than any 
other state in the South except 
Florida, he added." 

The dean predicted that we will 
continue to move upward this new 
year, 1962 was a record year, but 
1963 will be better; the number of 
employed will reach new highs, 
but not enough to affect the un- 
employed; and income per farm 
family will increase; and a busi- 
ness recession is not expected. In 
concluding, Dean Flewellen stated 
that any of the predicted figures 
do not take in account new or in- 
creased expenditures, the state's 
increasing wealth, or natural 
growth. 


FARM OUTLOOK | 
FOR 1963 


Growth of agriculture in 1963 
vill be limited largely to the in- 
crease in population, according to 
forecasts of the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture. USDA economists 
predict that there will be little 
^hange in overall farm production, 
fam prices, and farm marketing. 
Domestic demand for farm foods 
^nd fiber are expected to increase 
about one and one-half per cent 
‘n line with population growth. 

.Biegest change in farm produc- 
tion is the eain in cattle numbers, 
^attle slaughter, milk and egg pro- 
metion and a decline in grain 
»rodnction. In no section is this 
rend more marked than in Miss- 
igsippi where cattle raising has 
grown by leaps and bounds and 
broiler production has skyrocketed. 

Congress’ act 
to increase 7963 cotton acreage 
allotmen‘s there should. be still 
ereater incentives for Mississippi 
farmers to increase cattle, milk, 
and pou'try production.
